Recently four of your professional staff personnel 
rendered this command a great service, and I should like 
to express my appreciation as well as the appreciation of 
the officers and men of the 10th Special Forces (Europe) 
and Detachment "A", Berlin Brigade. I am sure that you 
are aware of the mission of our Special Forces in Europe 
and the importance of these elements in our war and 
contingency planning. 

Working through the Agency 1 s Stuttgart office , several 
months ago we requested Agency assistance to help upgrade 
the operational effectiveness of our USEUCOM Special Forces.
